Plans for the demolition of 
the old Kinsmen's indoor pool 
have been approved by the 
Didsbury Town Council. 

Approval was given after 
plans for the demolition were 
presented at the last town 
council meeting by Build Our 
Pool Society President Lance 
Plewis. 

"We have managed to get 
ahold of some people who we 
think are going to take the pool 
down properly," Plewis said. 

The responsibility of tearing 
down the old pool was handed 
over to the BOP Society by 
Town Council earlier this year. 
BOP had proposed to take over 
the demolition in the hopes of 
using the project as a fund¬ 
raiser. 

Under the proposal to take 
down the old pool, which was 
closed in the spring of 1991 due 
to structural concerns, BOP will 
be paid just over $28,000 for 
the project. The $28,000 covers 
the amount of the lowest bid 
the town received from a pro¬ 
fessional demolition company 
when they originally looked at 
tearing the pool down. 

Plewis said BOP has nego¬ 
tiated with the some firms in 
the area to get work done on 
the demolition at a reduced 
rate. He said total cost for the 
tear down is estimated at about 
$5,000. 

"Companies from around 
town are sort of donating most 
of the stuff needed to do this," 
Plewis said. "We figure it will 
cost about $1,200 to demolish. 
The company that is going to 
do it for us said they would only 
charge us $110 an hour and 
that's quite a bit lower than 
their normal fees. Also Reimer's 
is giving us one free day with

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Town Council notes 


By Janice Harrington 

CP Rail officials will be 
attending the next Didsbury 
Town Council meeting 

Council requested the meet¬ 
ing after receiving numerous 
complaints about the noise 
created by trains travelling 
through town limits. 

Several people had voiced 
their concerns regarding the 
duration and time at which train 
whistles are blown 

Councillor Doug Sharpe said 
residents were tired of being 
woken during the night by the 
whistles. 

An age and sex breakdown 
of the 1991 Canada Census has 
shown Didsbury to have a higher 
proportion of females than males. 

The breakdown, released by 
the Red Deer Regional Planning 
Commission showed the popula¬ 
tion of Didsbury to consist of 
1,705 females and 1,650 males. 
The greatest density of the total 
population was between the ages 
of 30 and 34. 

The largest age group for 
males was shown to be in the 
15-19-year-old range For fe¬ 
males, the greatest density was 
in the 30-34-year-old range. 

Ages ranged from newborn 
right up to 90-years and over. 

The census also showed the 
number of dwelling units avail¬ 
able Didsbury had 1,187 com¬ 
pared to 2,099 in Olds and 707 in 
Sundre. In total, the census 
counted 3,427 in the County of 
Mountain View 

The Mount View Foundation 
has finally received their grant 
from the provincial government. 

The Foundation had been 
waiting close to two months for 
the money which is provided 
under Alberta Municipal Affairs 
Lodge Assistance Program. 

Town Councillor Marjorie 
Malinowski reported that the 
grant, in the amount of $235,824, 
will help to smooth out the 
Foundation's financial concerns, 
but said a $144,000 deficit still 
remains 

"We just recently got 
government permission to raise 
our income," said Malinowski. 
"We are now setting up a 
formula to do that, but the 
problem is working it out so we 
can do it in increments." 

The Foundation administers 
the three seniors lodges in the 
county on behalf of the munici¬ 
palities 

The Town of Didsbury 
Recreation Board and the owners 
of Mountain View Sports will be 


meeting to discuss the possibility 
of opening a pro shop in the new 
indoor swimming facility. 

The plan to meet came after 
a letter was sent to the board by 
Mountain View Sports Manager 
Alan McCoy proposing the idea. 

Under the proposal, McCoy 
said he would be interested in 


opening a small shop stocked 
with swimming and related 
recreational supplies as well as 
seasonal equipment for hockey, 
figure skating and curling. 

Town Councillor Al Engel 
has reported a meeting with 
provincial Municipal Affairs Min¬ 


ister Dick Fowler on the 
community bonds issue was a 
success. 

Engel said a visit to Fowler 
convinced the Minister to support 
the idea which Didsbury has been 
lobbying for over the past three 
years. 

But while receiving the 


support of the new minister was a 
positive step, Engel said legisla¬ 
tion for the idea must be 
forwarded by Rural Development 
Minister Shirley McLellan Engel 
said the town has her support but 
no idea when she might introduce 
the legislation to the provincial 
Legislature

With CP Rail officials coming to talk about train 
whistle policy within town limits, the question is raised 
about the necessity of train whistles in the safety of 
Didsbury residents. 

Does the concern necessitate a train engineer to 
start blowing half way between Carstairs and Didsbury 
and not end until Olds? Or can we be justly served with 
some small, more innocuous tweets only as the train 
reaches each crossing? Or perhaps will we be just as 
safe with no whistles at all? 

Very few people in this town can say that they have 
not been annoyed with trains whose whistles blow 
loudly and constantly as the train moves through town 
at 3 a.m. It's bad enough contending with the regular 
noise pollution and dirt that comes from having a rail 
line through the middle of town, especially in resi¬ 
dential areas.

Are there statistics to 
show that train collisions with people or cars are less 
likely to occur in town if the whistle is blowing?

Let's face it, someone pre¬ 
occupied enough to miss the brilliant, flashing red lights 
is probably preoccupied enough to miss the train 
whistle (nowadays most stereos outblast train whistles 
by at least 180 decibells anyway). 

These are questions which must be asked of these 
CP Rail officials at the next town council meeting. The 
people of Didsbury, despite having put up with the 
noise for all these years, are getting tired of being woken 
up in the middle of the night. Didsbury needs to be¬ 
come a whistle-free zone. We've tried nuclear-free 
(okay so maybe that didn't go over so big—but one can't 
quit trying), we're long past due for another "free" 
declaration.

Position clarified 


Dear Editor: 

As one of those people 
interviewed the day the TV news 
media bombarded Didsbury in an 
attempt to create some news, I 
would like to clarify statements I 
made that were not reported 
accurately. 

A curfew for teens is not the 
answer for our apparent wave of 
crime. Not only do we not have a 
serious crime problem, it would 
be inappropriate to assume that 
the crimes committed in Dids¬ 
bury are done by teens In every 
age group of society there are 
people who uphold and people 
who break the law. To think that 
all crime committed in Didsbury 
is done by teens is absurd. 

One of the issues raised was 
teen boredom Let's face it, teens 
in Didsbury do not have all that 
many options when it comes to 
things to do and places to go. We 
have "hangouts" for young 


children and for adults, but none 
for teens. I understand the FCSS 
is looking into this matter and 
they deserve full community 
support. 

The issue that goes along 
with the whole curfew issue is the 
one of the Young Offenders Act, 
and the rights of minors If your 
14 year old wants to stay out all 
night, and you can't get him or 
her to come home, don't bother 
calling the RCMP for help, your 
teen has the right under 
Canadian law, unless a curfew is 
in place, to be out all night if he 
or she wishes. Don't blame the 
RCMP for this, they don't make 
laws, only enforce them. 

If teens do happen to break 
the law and are arrested, all too 
often, before the ink is dry, they 
are out with little or no 
consequences to face. 

I'm all in favor of equal 
rights, providing there are equal 


consequences. 

As is quite apparent, the 
issue is much larger than that of 
having or not having a curfew. A 
curfew will not solve the 
problem. To solve the problem, 
people of all ages will need to 
begin to accept responsibility for 
their behavior and not expect 
society to fix everything for them. 

Proper parenting, in a 
society that, as a whole supports 
and promotes traditional family 
values, will go a lot further than a 
midnight curfew. This, however, 
requires the efforts of all, not just 
a few community leaders, politi¬ 
cians, and law enforcement 
officers. 

Didsbury is no crime capital, 
by all doing our part and getting 
involved, we can keep it a 
wonderful place for all of us to 
live, and that includes teens.

Report from the Legislature 



Hon. Roy Brassard, MLA 
Olds-Didsbury Constituency 

In my last column I spoke 
primarily of the Senate portion of 
the constitution agreement that 
was reached Before leaving that 


issue I cannot help but reflect on 
how many of us honestly thought 
that Ontario and Quebec would 
never agree to equal representa¬ 
tion within the Senate. Some 
have said that to be truly 
effective the Senate should be 
able to block any House of 
Commons legislation but I do not 
feel that to be a realistic 
expectation 

Equally significant to this 
agreement is the clause dealing 
with Aboriginal self-government. 
There are currently two levels of 
government in Canada, federal 
and provincial (municipal being 
an off-shoot of provincial govern¬ 
ment). This then becomes a third 
level of government right across 
Canada There are four groups of 


Aboriginal People who will be 
represented. They are the Inuit, 
the Status natives, the Non-sta¬ 
tus and the Metis. There are 
actually over 400 different bands 
across Canada and it is safe to 
say that it is going to take some 
significant time for them to 
collectively reach an agreement 
of understanding as to what they 
themselves see as their inherent 
right of self-government within 
Canada. Currently the Alberta 
bands have stated that Mr. Ovide 
Mercredi does not speak for 
Alberta. A number of bands 
elsewhere in Canada have 
expressed the same sentiment 
So that will likely be the first 
challenge facing this group over 
the next 5 years and will probably 


take the form of many small 
governments within the overall 
framework of the Aboriginal 
Peoples of Canada. 

Self-government will allow 
aboriginals to gain more control 
over their culture and economy, 
but will not provide for additional 
land rights In addition, laws 
arising from it must conform with 
federal and provincial laws in 
matters of "peace, order and 
good government." Obviously, 
defining the specific terms of 
self-government is going to take 
some time Federal, provincial 
and territorial and aboriginal 
leaders will have to negotiate 
those terms within 5 years and 
the courts will only be a last 
resort in determining the applica¬ 


tion of self-government. 

It is important to note that 
self-government will not weaken 
native treaty rights. The rights of 
Alberta's Metis people will also 
be guaranteed under the unity 
package After centuries of 
misunderstanding and uncertain¬ 
ty, our native population is going 
to receive its proper recognition 
in our Constitution, but there is 
obviously still a lot of work to be 
done. 

I will wrap up the report on 
the Constitution next week. In 
the meantime, if you would like 
further information or if you need 
(or just want) to contact me, 
please call our constituency office 
at 556-3132 or my office in 
Edmonton at 422-0141 (collect).

Local teacher wins excellence award

A Didsbury teacher has been 
honored by the provincial govern¬ 
ment through an Excellent in 
Teaching award 

Terry Ann Robertson, who 
teaches at the Didsbury High 
School was named as a recipient 
of the award last week 

The Excellence in Teaching 
Awards were initiated by the 
Alberta Minister of Education 
and the Council on Alberta 
Teaching Standards in 1989. 
Since then more than 700 
teachers have received the 
award. 

Colleagues, high school stu¬ 
dents, parents, principals and 
superintendents can nominate 
teachers for the award. Didsbury 
High School principal Ian Taylor 
said Robertson was nominated 
because of her work on behalf of 
the students. 

"We did things a little 
different. We used a survey and 


asked to students to look at who 
worked the hardest for them and 
who they got the most from," he 
said. "When we looked at our 
choices, Terry Ann came out on 
top A lot of the students saw her 
as an excellent teacher." 

Robertson's nomination for 
the award was made by a fellow 
teacher, Taylor, the county 
superintendent and Michael 
Lentz, a student she had taught 
since grade 7. 

Robertson has been teaching 
at the Didsbury High School for 
the past 8 years. During that 
time, Taylor said he has been 
repeatedly impressed by her 
versatility as a teacher 

"She has shown superb 
dedication and the other thing 
that impresses me most is the 
range of subjects she has taught. 
German, math, English, biology, 
French, chemistry, just a wide 
range of subjects." 

Robertson said she feels she 


has had success with her 
students because of her own 
interest in each subject. 

"I try to use a lot of different 
approaches, more hands-on 
stuff," she said "When I use a 
variety of things to teach it makes 
it new for me also and I think if I 
am enthusiastic about it then 
they will It's kind of a contagious 
thing." 

Robertson, who lives on a 
farm in the Westcott area said 
she is pleased to receive the 
award, but also feels a little 
uncomfortable with it. 

"I don't know if I'm 
accustomed to that kind of 
singular recognition," she said. 
"But it has reinforced to me that 
some kids got through, that 
change is important. My philoso¬ 
phy is that this isn't just it. It's a 
nice pause in the profession to 
say this has been a success but 
you can't just rest, it's an 
ongoing thing."

Canadian realized net farm 
income (the value of ag products 
less operating expenses and 
depreciation) for 1992 is expected 
to increase 39 per cent over 1991 
to $4 2 billion, Agriculture 
Canada reports. The increase is 
attributed to higher program 
payments. Direct program pay¬ 
ments to producers in 1992 are 
forecast to increase 72 per cent to

Nisa extended to other 
commodities 


More producers are now 
eligible for benefits through the 
Net Income Stabilization Account 
(NISA) program. 

Last week Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture Minister E rnie Isley and Bill 
McK night, federal Minister of 
Agriculture, announced Alber¬ 
ta's program has been extended 
to include non-edible horticulture 
crops and fur ranching. This is 
effective for the 1991 tax year 

"The Alberta government 
supports the concept of NISA As 
an income support program, it 
provides an effective farm 
management tool that does not 
influence price and production 
patterns for any commodity. The 
addition of these commodities 
allows us to build on the 
strengths of the program and 


work toward further expansion of 
NISA in Alberta," says Isley. 

"The extension of NISA to 
additional commodities is 
another step toward more pre¬ 
dictable, cost-shared programs 
that provide long-term income 
stability to farmers," says 
McK night. "We will continue to 
work with the provinces and 
commodity organizations toward 
our goal of a whole farm 
program." 

Producers can set aside 
funds during good years in their 
NISA account. Then, may draw 
from the account when their 
farming returns are low. Up to 
two per cent of eligible net sales 
can be deposited in an individual 
account. This is matched by a 
federal-provincial contribution 


Alberta will phase-in its 
contributions for these additional 
commodities over three years, 
and reach its one per cent 
maximum by the 1993 tax year 
The federal government will 
contribute one per cent each year 
beginning with the 1991 tax year 

Federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments will continue working 
with commodity organizations to 
extend NISA to additional com¬ 
modities, including red meats 
and forages

1992 production 
estimated 


Alberta Pool Managers es¬ 
timate 1992 production of the six 
major grains in Alberta and 
northeastern British Columbia at 
16 4 at 16.4 million tonnes This 
is the first production estimate of 
the season released by Alberta 
Pool and is based on data 
gathered as of August 17. 

The 16.4 million tonne 
estimate compares to actual 1991 
production of 17.3 million tonnes 
and a 10 year average production 
of 15.4 million tonnes. The 
largest crop in Alberta history 
was recorded in 1986 when 
production reached 18.0 million 
tonnes. 

Alberta Pool's Communica¬ 
tions Manager JoAnne Meents 
remains cautious about this first 
estimate. "With very little of the 
crop actually in the bin it is 
difficult to accurately estimate 
yields," says Meents. "Over the 
next few weeks we expect to see 
this estimate change to reflect 
more accurate information." 

Yield estimates by crop as of 
Aug 17 are listed below Factors 
such as an early frost or hail 
could result in reductions to these 
estimates.

Alberta Pool reports that 
yield estimates look most promis¬ 
ing in the west-central part of the 
province wherre growing condi¬ 
tions have been more stable The 
highest yield estimate for barley 
(75.7 bu./acre) comes from Crop

Crop District bu./acre Hard Red 
Spring Wheat is fairing well 
further west in Crop District 8 
(Red Deer) where yield estimates 
come in at 53 8 bu./acre 

Areas of the province report¬ 
ing less than average yield 
estimates include Crop Districts 7 
and 10 through 15C which cover 
Stettler - Wainwright, Camrose - 
Vermilion, Edmonton, Lac LA 
Biche - St. Paul, Barrhead - 
Athabasca, and the entire Peace 
River region.

. sailed on their course, which 
was west, and made 20 leagues 
and more . that night made 
nearly 20 leagues . . ." 

(A league at that time was 
roughly 3’/i land miles; for 
Admiral Colon, it was equal to 
about 4 land miles Apparently, 
scholars do not know the exact 
length of mile he used.) 

The first few days at sea 
were uneventful and the ships 
made distances of 150 miles or 
more a day. However, 8 days into 
the voyage, disaster struck, or so 
the seamen thought, as the 
compasses went haywire and 
refused to point north!

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Community hall gets $50,000

The Carstairs Community 
Hall Association has been award¬ 
ed a grant of nearly $50,000 for 
finishing touches on their brand 
new facility 

The hall, which opened last 
May to host the Hugh Sutherland 
High School graduation, will get 
tables and chairs, drapes and 
kitchen equipment, thanks to the 
grant from the Wild Rose 
Foundation 

Association Vice Chairper¬ 
son Harvey Bazinet said that 
while the furnishings for the hall 
have already been purchased, the 
grant money will be used to pay 
off the bills for those goods. 

"The total cost of the facility 
and equipment is about 
$600,000," said Bazinet "We've 
gotten most of that through 
fundraising and grants and right 
now we have a loan out. Right 
now we are about $30,000 shy for 
finishing up costs." 

Construction of the new 
community facility began last 
year after a $206,000 Community 
Facility Enhancement grant was 
made available. Bazinet said the 


members of the Association had 
been wanting to build a new hall 
for a number of years but were 
waiting for the right time. 

"The old hall only sat about 
150 people and a lot of large 
functions were going out of 
town," he said "We didn't think 
it was right for Carstairs people 
to have to go out of town and 
when this grant came, we felt it 
was an opportune time." 

The new facility has seating 
area for more than 500 people, a 
dance floor, stage, meeting room 
bar and large, fully equipped 
kitchen. A gymnasium will be 
used by a number of local clubs 
including the Carstairs Gymnas¬ 
tics lub which starts up this 
month. 

While the facility is open to 
the public, Bazinet said some 
finishing touches to the building 
have yet to be completed 

"We still have some stucco 
and brick work to do yet," he 
said. "And we have some 
outstanding bills to pay. We are 
planning on starting another 
fundraising campaign any day 
now to finish these things up."

Are ycxj one of the Canadi¬ 
ans who eats two or more lunches 
each week from take-outs, 
restaurants or catered meals? 
More lunches are eaten away 
from home than any other meal 
As a nutritionist, I have a theory 
that people are more likely to 
choose healthy foods at lunch 
than for dinner 

So how easy is it to choose 
healthy foods and eat in a 
non-smoking section at lunch? 

I recently did a survey of 
restaurants with strong lunch 
business in Mount View Health 
Unit, except for fast food 
restaurants. Many "healthy 
foods" are available in restaur- 
ants--on request. Foods like 
whole grain bread or buns, soups 
or salads in place of french fries, 
or salad dressings, sauces or 


gravies on the side are available 
in most restaurants surveyed 
For people with smaller appeti¬ 
tes, it was surprising to learn 
about 25% of the restaurants 
surveyed said adults could order 
from the seniors menu Many of 
us, especially women, can not eat 
the restaurant meal or salad plate 
which has 700 to 1,000 calories. 
So smaller portions, which are 
found on the seniors menu can be 
an alternative 

The restaurants in Mount 
View Health Unit area are 
generally serving healthy foods 
If you are interested in having 
more healthy foods or the foods 
more easily available, you have to 
ask From the survey, it is clear 
restaurants will offer foods which 
a number of their customers want 
and generally fits into the menu 


So apart from asking for 
poached fish at a pizzeria, it is 
reasonable to ask for: 

* whole grain breads and buns 

* skim or 1% milk as a beverage 

* milk instead of cream for coffee 

* soup or salads in place of 
french fries 

* calorie reduced salad dressing 

* salad dressings, sauces and 
gravies on the side 

* broiled, roasted, steamed, 
poached entrees or vegetables 

If these healthy foods are 
part of your usual diet at home, 
try to follow through with similar 
healthy foods when you eat out. 

The interesting information I 
learned from the survey was the 
number of restaurants which 
have healthy foods as a standard 
policy or customer choice Half 
the restaurateurs I talked to said 


they trimmed the visible fats 
from meats, some even drained 
the fat from the ground beef for 
spaghetti sauces and chili dishes! 
About one third of the restaur¬ 
ants use skinless chicken on their 
menu; about half the restaurants 
serve salad dressing on the side 
and many restaurants do not add 
any MSG to their foods (but there 
could be MSG in soup bases, 
salad dressings, etc.) 

Restaurants were asked 
about non-smoking seats in their 
restaurants. The sample I sur¬ 
veyed showed that 63% of the 
Canmore and Kananaskis rest¬ 
aurants had non-smoking seats; 
57% of the M.D. of Rocky View 
(including Airdrie and Cochrane) 
had non-smoking seats and 29% 
of the restaurants in the County 
of Mountain View had non-smok¬ 


ing seats. 

"On request" is the key to 
availability of non-smoking seats 
and healthier foods. The more 
often we request healthy foods 
and non-smoking seats in rest¬ 
aurants, the more likely they are 
to have the food on the menu and 
the number of non-smoking 
seats Make a point of asking for 
one or two healthy foods the next 
time you have lunch out
